Hingham  Town  Counsel 
George  Ford  will  act  as  a 
special  assistant  to  Cohasset 
in  the  Civil  Service  dismissal 
case  of  former  patrolman 
Douglas  Smith.

RATES  DECIDED 

At  Town  Counsel's  advice, 
the  Blue  Cross/Bluc  Shield 
rates  to  go  into  effect  for  town 
employees  will  not  include 
maternity  benefits  for  individ- 
ual female  policy  holders,  for 
the  time  being. 

A recently  passed  federal 
law  allows  individual  female 
policy  holders  to  obtain  mater- 
nity benefits.  Although  not 
yet  case  tested  it  was  the 
opinion  of  the  company's  rep- 
resentative that  the  town 
could  be  held  liable  for  mater- 
nity expenses  not  made  avail- 
able to  individual  policy  hold- 
ers. 

Individual  rates  will  in- 
crease from  $39.52  to  $40.54 
and  family  premiums  will 
increase  from  $99.82  to 
5107.02  monthly.

ENERGY  STUDY 

In  another  letter  from  Supt.

The  School  Committee 
plans  to  meet  with  the  newly 
constituted  Committee  and 
ask  that  they  conduct  an 
energy  study  of  the  existing 
school  buildings. 

"Due  to  the  fact  that  engin- 
eering and  architectural  ex- 
pertise will  be  necessary  in  the 
consideration  of  solar  heat  and 
other  means  to  conserve 
energy,  we  ask  that  some 
consideration  be  given  to  ap- 
pointing persons  with  this 
background.”  the  letter 
stated.
